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Report of the School Board.

We are glad to be able to note some points of improv- 
ment in the work of the present school year over that of 
the year preceding. Diminished funds cut down the length 
of the school year from twenty-four to nineteen weeks. ‘The 
spring term was allowed to run but eight weeks, since at 
that time it was uncertain whether there would be money 
for any longer period in the fall. 

If anything, more faithful work was performed by the 
board of teachers than ever. Brevity of time necessitated 
hard work in order to accomplish anything. ‘Thus the 
teachers felt and fell to work accordingly. It is the policy 
of your school board to retain every good teacher as long 
as possible. In 1893 we had 24 terms, employing 16 
teachers, this year 20 terms, employing 15 teachers. The 
greatest improvement will be noted in the gain of at- 
tendance.

Thus it will be readily seen that the absences for the 


. 


current year amounted to scarcely more than one third of 
that of the preceding year. Parents have much to do with 
the attendance or non-attendance of the children. ‘The 
gain is significant and should be carefully followed up 
until the absence column is reduced to zz/. Another gain: 
more pupils entered the classes in physiology and greater 
attention was paid to scientific temperance instruction. 
Here much isdue to teachers. Some of these were very faith- 
ful in carrying out the will of the school board in this partic- 
ular and we look to see progress in this direction in coming 
years. Our children should be carefully taught the nature 
of alcohol and its destructive effects when taken into the 
human system. The union schools with Ashland and Mere- 
dith came under our care this year. The union school 
numbered 9 had become greatly reduced numerically and 
the Meredith school board withdrew from supporting it, 
but we deemed it best to continue our share of the support . 
through the year, the rest being made up by private tuition. 
The result of the Meredith withdrawal has been a petition 
to legislature on the part of some residents there to be set 
off into this town. ‘This union school is no smaller than 
some others in town and has as strong claims to be 
supported. 
Not all the teachers were fully successful; not all the 
terms were equally excellent, yet on the whole the work 
performed in these nineteen weeks was commendable; all 
that could be hoped or expected, owing to the small size of 
some schools, the youth and inexperience of some of the 
teachers. New Hampton labors under some disadvantage, 
it being a very rough and widely scattered territory, and, 
so, more difficult to maintain strong and successful schools. 
Every citizen ought to desire that our school year should 
be as long as practicable and the standard of their quality 
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be raised as high as possible. This cannot be done with- 
out money which furnishes the sinews of school life as wel] 
as those of war. 

We regret to be obliged to make reference to disorderly 
conduct on the part of some one in breaking into school- 
houses and wantonly destroying school property. This 
occurred in districts No. r and 5. In the latter consider- 
able damage was done to locks, glass, etc., costing be- 
tween $8 and $9 to repair the loss. The penalty for such 
behavior is very serious and it will be the duty of the 
school board to ferret out all such depredations in the 
future and bring them to summary judgment.
